The long awaited opening of 
the Public Safety center took place

There were some problems in 
moving, since utility men were 
not available over the holiday 
weekend and telephone lines and 
alarm systems lines could not be 
transferred to the new station.

A board of survey has given the owner 30 days to make 
repairs, yet no action appears to have taken place. 

It now seems imperative that at the end of that period, 
some positive action should be taken either by local or 
state officials, for safety in particular and appearance in 
general. 


The Addition 


Some school committee members are insisting on addi- 
tional square footage for the addition to the William A. 
Doherty school, formerly the Central school. 

The building committee appears to be just as insistent 
on it being confined as now planned to the 40,000 square 
feet. 

Point of contention is the Instruction Material Center 
(IMC) which School Committeeman Daniel Frishman feels 
could be expanded another 2,000 square feet at an 
estimated cost of $66,000. 

Dr. Frishman feeis that failure to provide ihe additiona 
space denies students benefits of the educational trends 
which definitely indicate the need for a functional IMC 
facility.

School administrators have said that while the current 
plans are not completely what is desired, they are ade- 
quate. 

We think so, also. 

We can no longer afford a utopian attitude when building 
schools. 

We must think in terms of providing the best education 
possible with the means at hand. 

An IMC to the non-professional educator appears to be 
an elaborate library. 

Somehow, or other, many a degree-bearing person, edu- 
cated in the ‘‘old days,’’ from all appearances has manag- 
ed to survive without having been exposed to such facili- 
ties. 

It must also be kept in mind that the little boys and 
girls who will enjay the IMC, will be paying for it, long 
after they leave the elementary grades — if they can still 
afford to live here. 


Time To Think 


We live in an age of sophistication which has forced 
municipal administrators to take a long, hard look at the 
care of new buildings, such as schools and other munici- 
pal projects. 

New schools are on the horizon for Andover, neces- 
sitated by growth, built through heavy contributions of 
taxpayers and containing modern, complex mechanisms. 

Hopefully, the so-called West school addition will open 
on schedule in September. Contained within its walls will 
be more than classrooms. There will be machinery to heat 
and air condition the building. 

There will be other machinery to be operated in this 
modern day and age. : 

A person not trained properly in the operation of these 
items, could lead to serious problems. 

The same could be true of the public safety center, as 
well as the projected addition to the William A. Doherty 
school. 

The modern school needs someone well trained in the 
proper care and maintenance of buildings, and this by no 
means indicates the town’s schools are not staffed with 
competent custodians. 

The man who formerly cared for the little red school 
house, swept the floors and befriended the young scholars 
is no more. 


Today he must be an expert in many things. 

Here, in Andover, he remains the friend of the youngster, 
as evidenced by the custodians supplying scholarships to 
graduating high school students. 

But his job is more complex with the opening of each 
individual building. 

There is time now to prepare the men who will be as- 
signed to the West school with the valves, plugs, devices, 
etc., which will make the school operational. 

Now is the time to be thinking of the personnel who will 
be in charge of maintenance. 

We can recall that when Methuen’s town hall opened not 
too many years ago, the first hot day of summer found the 
ceiling dripping with water, spilling over desks, counters 
and records, simply because no one advised the custo- 
dians how to regulate the valves in the air conditioning, 


or central climate control system. 
With time to think and act, such a problem could be 
averted here, particularly in view of the multi-million 


dollar expenditure. 


Good Effort 


Our congratulations once again to the Andover Service

There were problems, to be sure, but this was the first 
time in many years that there was a community observance 
to keep those home on the holiday happy.
